Regulatory Equivalencies
151. (1) .... the Chiefs ..... may

(a) authorize the use of equipment, methods, measures or
standards in lieu of any required by regulation, where those
Officers are satisfied that the use of that other equipment and
those other methods, measures or standards would provide a
level of safety, ....... equivalent to that provided by compliance
with the regulations; or

(b) grant an exemption from any regulatory requirement in respect
of equipment, methods, measures or standards, where those
Officers are satisfied with the level of safety, ...... that will be
achieved without compliance with that requirement.

load conditions anticipated during the life of the well.
